New York, April 28.—(United 
News.)—The third “torch murder” in 
the metropolitan area within a year 
=«-that of an unidentified young girl 
presented an aspect tonight as baf- 
fling to police as the two which have 
preceded it. 

Joseph Selvey, a young steamfit- 
ter, was stfolling through a wooded 
patch off a lonely road between Scars- 
dale and@Ardsley yesterday when he 
suddenly halted before the charred 
body of a girl of 20 or 21, resting 
upon a pyre of underbrush. 

The clothing had been burned away, 
and the face was beyond recognition. 
The murderer had wrapped the head 
in a towel soaked with kerosene to 
foil immediate identification. The 
only clue to be found near the body 
was a small piece of cretonne from 
the girl's dress, which had escaped 
the flames. 

Choked to Death. 

Selvey was so unnerved by the 
sight that he hurried home, went to 
his room and, without mentioning the 
discovery, stayed there until last night 
before he could bring himself to in- 
form the police. It was with dif- 
ficulty that they persuaded him to ac- 
company them to the spot and point 
out the body. 

Investigation revealed the girl had 
been rendered unconscious by a blow 
on the head with a blunt instrument, 
then choked to death, before a torch 
was applied to her oil-soaked cloth- 
ing. A subsequent discovery indicat- 
el the body had been carried to the 
spot. 

Two and a half miles away from 
the place where Selvey had stumbled 
upon the murdered girl a package con- 
taining a young woman's shoes and 
several other articles was found by a 
roadside. Detectives tried the shoes 
on the girl's feet and found they 
fitted perfectly. The contents of the 
package appeared to have been gath- 
ered up hurriedly. 

Started to Elope. 

This gave rise to a theory that the 
girl may have been starting to elope 
when she came to her death. 


Police were unable tonight to link 
the mystery death with any report of 
an elopment or any case in which a 
girl of that age was missing. In the 
absence of stronger clues, the identi- 
fication apparently rested on dental 
work.

SENATE FIREWORKS 
ON FARM RELIEF 
DUE THIS WEEK 


Administration Leaders 
Will Wage Hot Fight 
To Kill the Debenture 
Plan.

Washington, April 28.—(4)— With 
a close vote in prospect, the senate 
will reach a decision this week on 
the disputed export debenture plan 
and possibly will pass some form of 
farm relief legislation. 

Administration leaders are confident 
that they have enough support to de- 
feat the debenture plan objected to 
by President Hoover and that they 
will be able to pass a measure simi- 
lar to that already approved by the 
house. 

If their plans arc carried out, the 
farm bill will be in the hands of a 
senate and house e« feren: by the 
end of the week with the expectation 
that another fortnight will see the 
legislation to serve as a groundwork 
for solving the agricultural problem, 
enacted into law. 

The calculations of the republican 
leaders, however hinge entirely on 
the succe’: of administration sena- 


tors in blocking the adoption of the 
debenture plan. Should this provi- 
sion, in spite of their careful check- 
ing of the senate membership, be writ- 
ten into the farm bill, none of them 
would hazard a guess as to the out- 
come of agricultural legislation. 

The check*mad. of the senate mem- 
bership by republican leaders  pro- 
fesses to show that at least four demo- 
crats will decline to support the de- 
benture plan. This would mean that 
the friends of the proposal must win 
over 13 republicans to muster the 45 
votes needcd to win, providing all of 
the senators vote. 
ers claim that this many republicans 
cannot be counted upon and also as- 
sert that five, and perhaps, democrats 
Vwill be found ih the group opposing 
the debenture section. 

Little if any, dispute is looked for 
on any other provision of the senate 
bill which in « general way is identi- 
cal to the hse bill. The senate 
bill provides for a farm board of 12 
members rather than six as is pro- 
posed in the house bill, but leaders 
are confident that a compromise will 
be reached in conference whereby the 
board will be com sed of probably 
8S or 9 members, 


Revolving Fund. 


The senate bill also allocates the 
$500,000,000- revolving fund into 
specific sums for distribution in aid- 
ing co-operatives end _ stabilization 
corpvrations, wherea. the house bill 
would leave the allotment of money 
to the voard. However, there is a 
disposition amone those interested in 
the legislation to believe that there 
would be no material difficulty in 
composing th differences in con- 
ference.

New Requisite for Models 


Paris, April 28.—(United News.)— 
The day of the beautiful artist’s model 
is past, according to leaders of the 
artist colony in Montparnasse, who 
hold there is far more character in 
rude ugliness. 

“A girl model who has a pretty 
face has not much chance here now,” 
declared the head of an employment 
agency for models in Montparnasse, 
“If she has a beautiful body it makes 
all the difference, but nevertheless in 
such cases painters prefer to pose the 
girl in the nude in such a way that 
they will not be forced to delineate 
the facial characteristics. Facial beau- 
ty in painting is considered effete.” 

This minor artistic revolution has 
had a sobering effect on the colorful 
throngs that nightly swarm among the 
cafes and bars of the Latin quarter. 
The characteristic beauty of the mod- 
els of yesterday has given way to 
the less volatile model of Nordic ex- 
traction. Flaxen-haired Norwegian 
girls with broad brows and forceful 
chins or more mildly blonde Berliners 


and Viennese now swing by on the 
arms of their slouch-hatted, bearded 


artist friends. 


With the passing of the beautiful 
model, realism has replaced idealism 
on the canvasses of Montparnasse. 
Brutal frankness pervades the studies 
now on view. Lines which might have 
been softly curving and represented a 
fleshy and each impurity of figure is 
eagerly seized upon and accentuated. 
This new trend is discernible in the 
innumerable, intimate and somewhat 
daring studigs of women’s back which 
clutter art stores and cafes. 

In detail, also, the present nude 
figures spare very little. The young 
artist entrusted with the murals in 
the most exclusive dance club on the 
Champs Elysees decided to portray 
the magnificent boulevard whose name 
signifies “Elysian fields.” 

When the club opened its doors for 
the first time, the walls appeared to 
be woven of living naked women.

P.O. SITE BIDS 
EAAMINED TODAY

Inspectors Expected To 
Spend 30 Days Check- 
ing Offerings Before Se- 
lection Is Finally Made.

Washington, April ‘28.—Treasury 
department officials were all set to- 
day to open sealed bids Monday on 
the various lots ffered for sale by 
Atlanta property owners as possible 
sites for the new federal building 
authorized for the city. The bids 
will be opened at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon in the Treasury building 
in keeping with specifications adver- 
tised in Atlanta papers during the 
past SO days. 

Expectations are that a number of 
sites will be submitted, since repre- 
sentatives of several property hold- 
ers have been in Washington recent- 
ly for conferences with officials over 
the situation. 

Although the Central of Georgia 
railway has indicated opposition to 
selling its property near the Atlanta 


Terminal station, already tentatively 


approved by members of the federal | 


building committee as a suitable site 
for the new structure, it under- 
stood that officials of the company 


will put in a bid nevertheless, 
State-Owned Property. 

Among the otker sites which have 
been suggested is state-owned prop- 
erty just west of the Spring street 
viaduct and immediately north of the 
Central of Georgia railway freight 
terminal. The site is the property 
of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, which in turn is owned by the 
State of Georgia, and is under lease 
to the N., C. & St. L. railroad. The 
latter road, it is understood, will of- 
fer to sublet the site to the govern- 
ment. 

While it has been pointed out that 
this site is conveniently located in re- 
lation to the ‘Terminal station and the 
proposed new Union station, it is not 
believed likely that the government 
will seriously consider the site under 
the conditions contained in the rail- 
road offer. The company’s lease on 
the property is for a 40-year period 
only, thus making action by the Geor- 
gia legislature necessary before the 
government would be likely to consid- 
er the spot for the erection of an 
expensive building. 

The authorization for the Atlanta 
building, which will house general ac- 
tivities of the federal government in 
the city, calls for an expenditure of 
$2,100,000, including the cost of a 
site. Of this fund the sum of $45,000 
has already been appropriated for the 
commencement of operations. The re- 
mainder will be appropriated by con- 
gress as work progresses. 

The specifications for a site call 
for a corner lot in the general vi-

cinity of the Atlanta [Terminal with | 
a total square footage of approximate | 


lv 105.000. The dimensions specified 
were approximately 300x350 feet, in- 
dicating that a building of some pro- 
portions will be decided on. 

A third proposed site for the struc 
ture is bounded by ‘Trinity avenue, 
Forsyth, Garnett and Spring streets 
This tract, controlled by the Trust 
Company of Georgia, and offered hy 
James M. Cooper, is said to be the 
largest single area under considera- 
tion. 

Still another site will be offered by 
Walter B. Stewart, M. L. Thrower, 
J L. MeCord and C. H. Jahnson, 
This land is south of Hunter street. 
east of Spring, west of Forsyth and 
extending to the property line of the 
buildings in this block fronting on 
Mitchell street. 

The fifth suggested location is of- 
fered by the Fulton Properties com- 
pany, and is bounded on the north by 
Alabama street, on the east by For- 
syth. on the sonth by Hunter and 
on the west by the Spring street via- 
duct.

VICTIM DECLARES 
WITHHOLDS NAMES 


St. Petersburg Attorney 
Dragged From Home as 
Wife Watches; Look- 
outs Prevent Pursuit. 


HUGE MAN-HUNT 
IS ORGANIZED 


James F. Bickers Returns 
To Tell of Beating and 
Robbery; Was Known 
As Reformer. 


St. Petersburg, Fla., April 28.—(4) 
James F. Bickers, prominent attorney, 
was abducted from in front of his 
home shortly after noon today by five 
men whom he says took him far into 
the country, stripped him, robbed him 
of $2,000, then whipped him severely 
with a knotted whip and ordered him 


to leave the city and the state. 
Bickers, for whom a widespread 
search was conducted, was brought to 
a hospital by unidentified motorists 
whom he said he hailed after working 
free of bonds with which has abduec- 
tors had bound him, and prevailed 
upon them to bring him to the city. 
The attorney, who has been active 
in a campaign against lawlessness, 
said he did not know the identity of 
his assailants, but that if he did he 
would not reveal them, Bickers also 
announced his intention of leaving St. 
Petersburg and Florida by Tuesday 
night and of quitting the practice of 


law. 
Says Mayor Threatened. 

From his bed in the hospital the at- 
torney told of being forced to enter a 
car in front of his home by five men 
armed with pistols who then put a 
sack over his head and drove eut of 
the city. Bickers said he estimated 
they drove 100 miles before the car 
was brought to a halt and he was 
taken out and a noose placed about 
his neck, 

Efforts to reason with his captors 
to release him, Bickers said, were fu- 
tile, but the men reconsidered and 
then bound him to a log while they 
beat him with a knotted lash and left 
him with an admonition to quit this 
section. 

The attorney told MaYor John N. 
Brown, who personally was directing 
a search for the attorney, when he ap- 
peared at the hospital that his ab- 
ductors had threatened Brown and 
urged him to take every precaution, 

Laokouts Stop Pursuit. 

Bicker’s abduction was witnessed 
by his. wife who is confined to her 
bed because of illness. Mrs. Bickers 
said when her husband’s automobile 
drew up beside the house, she looked 
out the window and saw him surround- 
by five men armed with pistols, 
who foreed him to enter the car and 
drove away. 

She screamed and B. B. Chesney, 
former chief of police, who was wait- 
ing Bickers’ return, dashed out of the 
house and to the corner, where he 
said a man, apparently a foreigner, 
met him with a pistol and ordered him 
to turn back. 

The most intensive search ever con- 
ducted for a man in this section of 
the state was inaugurated immediate- 
ly, 50 special officers being sworn in 
to assist police and sheriff's deputies 
to hunt for the attorney and his ab- 
ductors. Three airplanes were char- 
tered to do scout work, and Mayor 
Brown announced as many additional 
men as were needed would be sworn 
in to aid in the hunt. 


Prosecuted Sheriff. 


Bickers came here from Memphis, 
Tenn., where he had served as assist- 
ant attorney-general for Shelby coun- 
ty, and for several years has had a 
large practice. 

He was employed last year to fight 
dog races at a kennel club here and 
succeeded in halting the races for a 
few days, but later they were resumed. 

Bickers recently filed charges 
against Sheriff Gladstone Beattie with 
Governor Carlton in which he accus- 
ed the officer of accepting bribes for 
protection of bootleggers, permitting 
gambling, misfeasance, malfeasance 
and nonfeasance in office. 

Sheriff DTeattie called at the how 
pital tonight and told Bickers that he 
would exert every effort to apprehend 
his abductors,

Mr. Coolidge’s article discusses ‘The 
promotion of peace through limitation 
of armaments,” and is the second of 
three on peace to appear in the pub- 
lication, 

Speaking of his part in the calling 
of the Geneva conference, Mr. Cool- 
idge continues:

Before recommending the last 
building program, I called the Geneva 
conference in order to give each na- 
tion full opportunity to make an 
agreement, I realized their great fi- 
nancial stress and was especially de- 
sirous that none of them could point 
an accusing finger at the United 
States and say that we were building 
a war fleet in competition with them

IN VANDERBURG TRIAL) 


Youth, Charged With Death 
of Five, Proves Enigma 
to Court.

Gastonia, N. C., April 28.—(7)—A 
herculean task faces the jury trying 
the case of Jacob Vanderburg, Gas- 
ton county farm boy, as his _ trial 
for the alleged murder of five mem- 
bers of his family nears an end. 

It has a mass of baffling, con- 
tradictory evidence to consider in 
determining the 17-year-old boy's 
guilt or innocence. It has puzzling 
facts that seem to dove-tail into no 


others and it has others that seem 
to fit perfectly until placed side by 
side with apparently rock bound tes- 
timony and then the whole becomes 
jumbled. 

Take Jacob's story as told by half 
a dozen witness. They say the boy 
told them of being awakened by the 
smoke, gettting his gun and his mon- 
ey and feeling his uncertaim way to 
his mother’s bed room. He felt her 
head, they say, and discovered it 
wet. He knew then she was dead. 
So picking up his sister's hat box, 
his father’s Sunday suit and odd 
trinkets, he left the house.

They are likewise compara- 
tively few in number who take a vital 
interest in the mobilization for public 
welfare of all the available forces of 
science, philosophy, religion and ar- 
tistry. 

The honors we pay to men and 
women whose vocation is the. pursuit 
of the real in every realm, and its 
spread among the people, are often 
all too scanty, and in numerous in- 
stances have even been deferred until 
death has robbed us of the chance to 
show our gratitude to these benefac- 
tors during their lifetime. It is high 
time we Yecognized in more generous 
measure the scholar, the scientist, the 
metaphysician and the student who 
too often works in isolation, “the 
world forgetting, by the world forgot, 
unless they cater to its pride and gain.

Pollen is borne by the wind. If 
a sensitized individual could screen 
or filter all the air he _ breathes, 
through a filter fine enough to sepa- 
rate out the pollen grains, he would 
have no “hay fever” or pollinosis. If 
he can run away [to a region where 
the plant responsible for his trouble 
does not grow, he will escape the at- 
tack. There is little pollen left in 
the air after a rainfall, and sufferers 
from pollinosis usually experience a 
period of comparative relief after a 
good shower. Victims of this dis- 
ease commonly find they rest more 
eomfortably with windows closed, to 
exclude the air and the pollen it 
carries. eae 

Probably most victims of pollinosis 
get their annual attacks late in the 
summer or in the early autumn. They 
are prone to blame golden rod for 
it, because goldenrod ‘happens to be ‘n 
blossom just then. Goldenrod seldom 
causes trouble; the familiar ragweed 
ig the usual cause of pollinosis so at- 
tributed to goldenrod. 

If your trouble begins in March or 
April, you may suspect the trees, but 
not every case of persistent rhinitis 1s 
of this nature, and only the specific 
skin seratch tests applied by the physt- 
cian, or a regular annual recurrence 
at the same season and an equally 
regular annual cessation of the attack 
when the pollinating season is over, 
will confirm the suspicion in any case.

CARLOAD OF SEED 
ARRIVES AT STATESBORO,

Twin necessities which rise in the 
wake of every catastrophe—the sor- 
rowful task of burying th@ dead and 
the urgent problem of caring for the 
homeless, Sunday occupied the tor- 
nado-stricken sections of central and 
eastern Georgia.

National and local Red Cross 
workers will be assisted by county and 
municipal authogities and by convict 
labor, impressed into service to help 
bring comfort and shelter to the ap- 
proximately 1,000 persons who are 
homeless,

Tax Revision and Appro- 
priation Retrenchment 
Measures Still in Com- 
mittee in Both Houses. 


Tallahassee, Fla., April 28.—(/))— 
Legislative desks, piled high with an 
accumulation of nearly 800 bills, will 
be relieved of some of their burden 
this week. This was the general be- 
lief of members of the Florida legis- 
lature as they prepared today to enter 
upon the fifth week of the 1929 ses- 
sion. 

With one exception, the major bits 
of 1929 statecraft have been submitted 
in their preliimnary phrasing to the 
senate and house of representatives. 
The last week saw the introduction of 
a host of taxation and revenue meas- 
ures, with Governor Carlton's tax 
administration program leading the 
van. 

The introduction of green fruit laws, 
covered in a number of bills, brought 
out another phase of the major legis- 
lation that senate and house members 
expected to study. Public hearings 
held during the week have developed 
the green fruit situation to a place 
where enactment of some type of rigid 
protective law is expected by the sen- 
ate and house within a short time.

The revenue, tax and green fruit 
bills have not returned from commit- 
tee rooms to the floor for action, how- 
ever. In this respect, they are like 
many of the 800 measures which have 
flooded the legislature since its open- 
ing four weeks ago. 

Governor Carlton's tax bills, or 


other measures aimed at the same re- 
sult and scheduled to alter the com- 
plexion of the state's tax structure, 
represent in the minds of many of the 
senators and representatives the ma- 
jor, work for the last half of the U- 
day session. 
To Hold Tax Hearings. 

The administration bills, according 
to Governor Carlton, were offered 
to the legislature with the idea of pro- 
viding the greatest possible amount of 
tax relief without the imposition of 
any more new taxes than was neces- 
sary. The chief executive had studied 
his plan in company with financial 
experts and attorneys from all over 
the state, prior to their introduction. 

Legislators were unanimous today 
in their belief that the governor will 
offer strenuous objection to altera- 
tion of the bills in any way unless 
some method is devised to handle 
Florida’s: present tax situation more 
efficiently. 

Public hearings on the administra- 
tion bills have been scheduled for 
Tuesday by both bodies of the legis- 
lature. ‘The senate’s committee on 
finance and taxation will hold its 
meeting for public discussion of the 
measures Tuesday afternoon, The 
house finance and taxation group will 
sponsor an open meeting Tuesday 
night for the same purpose. 

Friends and foes of the Carlton tax 
plan are expected to voice their sen- 
timents toward possible passage, alter- 
ation or rejection at these meetings. 

With but few exceptions, the sen- 
ate and house have failed to pass any 
of the approximately 800 measures 
now pending. Committee reports have 
been appearing slowly, and compara- 
tively few general measures have been 
sent by the two houses to the gov- 
ernor’s office for signature. 

Much Local Legislation. 

A host of local legislation has been 
passed by the senate and house by spe- 
cial consideration, in extra sessions. 

The present situation in both houses 
has puzzled legislative observers seek- 
ing to find any consistent line of di- 
vision of votes. The house, the larger 
body of the two, has as yet taken no 
vote which might be regarded as a 
test of strength along any line, the 
observers declared today. 

Preliminary sounding of legislative 
feeling in the senate was equally un- 
satisfactory from a point of deter- 
mining a demarcation line, it was de- 
clared., 

Members of the senate and house 
today expressed the view that the two 
bodies have before them the job of 
completing the administration tax plan 
before they accept or reject it. 

As the bills were submitted by Gov- 
ernor Carlton, no definite provision 
was made to provide the revenue that 
would be taken from the. state's 
schools. Under this plan to create a 
pool for retirement of county and dis- 
trict road and bridge indebtedness, the 
one cent gasoline tax that has pre- 
viously gone to schools would be trans- 
ferred to the fund. The governor's 
plan provided for the construction of 
an pool for handling school indebted- 
ness, but it recommended vo source of 
revenue with which to fill the pool, 
the legislators pointed out today. 

To Cut Appropriations. 

Whether this point will be handlal 
by the legislature with an additionaj 
tax on insurance premiums, by a tax 
on intangibles, or by a new method 
of tax diversions which is being

DR. SCHACHT RETURNS 
TO BERLIN, KEEPS MUN 


German Reparations Dele- 
gate To Stay Away From 
Paris for Week. 


Berlin, April 28.—()—Dr. Hijal- 
mar Schacht today enoyed a respite 
between his task as head of the Ger- 
man experts on the international rep- 
arations committee and his duties as 

.zsident of the Reichsbank which call 
for his attention on Wednesday. 

He arrived here from Paris this 
morning, but he did not confer with 
any member beyond the scheduled 
meeting of the board of directors of 
the Reichsbank on Wednesday. He 


remained, .in fact, in strict seclusion 
and there was no information of his 
views or contemplated action on either 
of the major financial problems which 
confront him. His arrival here to- 
day apparently was prompted solely 
by personal reasons and the fact that 
he could contribute little at this stage 
to the preparation of the reparations 
report. 

The Associated Press learned  to- 
night that as the result of the im- 
pending meeting of the bank directors 
an official announcement was expect- 
ed on the stability- of German cur- 
rency and of the attitude of the Reichs- 
bank toward what has been publicly 
ealled “French machinations against 
the German mark.” 

Whether the board of directors will 
suggest further measures than the re- 
cent raising of the discount rate was 
expected to depend largely on the 
report of Dr. Schacht on his Paris 
conversations with Sir Josiah Stamp 
and Owen D. Young. It was prob- 
able that he could not return to Paris 
before Wednesday night. 

The board was expected to conclude 
that the strict regulations governing 
issue of bank notes by the Reichs- 
bank preclude any great tumble in 
the value of the mark. The Reichs- 
bank, moreover, still has a margin 
of 1,000,000,000 marks as coverage. 

Dissatisfaction has spread in Ber- 
lin over the progress and nature of 
the experts negotiations in Paris. Ru- 
mors persist in official circles that 
in view of unfavorable business it has 
become incumbent to supplant the ex- 
perts conference by a diplomatic con- 
ference as soon as possible. 

Prominent persons in Wilhelms- 
trasse maintain that the German dele- 
gation alone has adhered “possibly 
too rigidly” to the original idea of 
appointing e¢onomic experts exclusive- 
ly for the conference to act independ- 
ently of their governments.

To Rent Vacant Coal Bins 


D. A. Chiles, proprietor of the 


Chiles Coal Company, announces that 
he wants to rent all basements and 
vacant coal bins in and around At- 
lanta. Mr. Chiles has studied out his 
plan and believes he can pay good 
rental for all the coal bin space he 
can get during May and June. 


Mr. Chiles will fill all coal bins 
with good coal during the next 60 
days, paying the householder 25 per 
cent of what the same coal would 
cost the first of November. His plan 
is to sell coal at the usual November 
price, which is $8, and then allow 
$2 off for the coal-consumer, allow- 
ing him to deliver it during May or 
June or sell it at his present sum- 
mer price of $6 for the best coal.

Open Figures Show 


By Dick Hawkins. 
Squawks about the professional golf trust are being heard from 
many quarters, just as every year when the select group of gold diggers 
starts the pilgrimage to England for the open or the Ryder cup matches. 


“Why don’t they give somebody else 
a chance?” is the war cry of the dis-) 
satisfied who see their favorite left off 
the Ryder cup team or given the go- 


by in some other manner. 


The same gang does rule the open! 


roost of: professionalism but there is 
a reason for that and a sound reason, 
albeit a bitter pill for those who boast 
about the young pros who are coming 
up to take the power from the old 
crowd. 


Glancing back through the record of 
the United States open championship 
for the past eight years I find that the 
recurrence of certain names is almost 
monotonous. Looking at just the first 
10 finishers each year it is impossible 
to find any new professional who has 
come to the top during that period and 
stayed within the first 10 finishers 
except Johnny Farrell. 


MORNING GLORIES. 


Year after year the youngsters burn 
up the bush leagues in the winter 
tournaments and sometimes even get 
close to the top in big time only to 
drop back under the pressure of pros- 
perity. Billy Burke was one example 
of this type. Year before last Billy 
was the sensation of the western and 
southern meets but did not qualify for 
the open. 

This year the irreconcilables have a 
new champion in Herton Smith. He 
promises more than any new cham- 
pion in the last decade. His game is 
sound and he has the temperament to 
go with his game. But he will be fac- 
ing a difficult task in his’ climb 


through the big time. No golfer has 
ever gone to the top or even near it 
in his first three big attempts but 
Gene Sarazen and after that first 
spurt Gene dropped batk to his prop- 
er notch. 

Names that have appeared in those 
first 10 each year since 1920 have a 
sameness that borders on monotony. 
They include Hagen, Melhorn, Smith, 
French, Farrell, Barnes, Hutchinson, 
Espinosa, Brady, Watrous and a few 
more. Now and then a new name 
creeps up into the first 10 but those 
mentioned along with that of Robert 
Jones, king of the amateurs, burden 
the top ranks every year.

New York, April 28.—()—A me- 
chanical device, known as the “Busi- 
ness Brain,” whith will simultaneous- 
ly do the work of a cash register, 
bookkeeping and adding machines and, 
from another part of the building, 
make a complete record of a sale at 
the time it is made, is about to make 
its bow in American industry. ~ 

Formation was announced today by 
an investment banking group, headed 
by Méndes, Bell & Whitney, Inc., of 
-the Hofgaard-Remington , Corporation, 
to own and control the machine and 
its system, which are covered by 
world-wide patents. Remington Arms 
Company owns*a substantial interest 
in the new corporation and will man- 
ufacture the machines at Bridgeport, 
Connecticut.

PDERALS APPROACH 
REBEL STRONGHOLD 


Mexico City, April 28.—(4)—En- 
couraging reports from the _ various 
field generals discounting the possi- 
bility of another engagement of any 
magnitude was received by the Mexi- 
can government today, which ushered 
in the ninth week of civil warfare. 

General J. Almazan with an 
army of 10,000 soldiers was reported 
moving cautiously through El Pulpito 
Canyon toward Sonora where virtu- 
ally all the rebels are making a last 
stand. This region is infested with 
rebels who have constantly harassed 
the federal troops, thus delaying their 
progress. General P. Elias Calles set 
up the southern Sonora division head- 
quarters at Navajoa and ordered his 
troops to take a rest to recuperate 
from the strenuous marches of last 
week and to prepare for the expected 
hard week of campaigning ahead. 

Rebels in southern Sonora were re- 
ported at Cuidad Obregon, where yes- 
terday several federal aviators bombed 
their ranks. Federal cavalry forces 
were proceeding toward Cuidad Obre- 
gon, which is 60 kilometers from Nava- 
joa and the possibility of an early 
skirmish at that place if the rebels 
do not withdraw developed. That the 
revolting forces were clearing out, 
however, was indicated yesterday when 
several rebel trains passed through 
Empalme and were subjected to a 
bombardment from federal cruisers in 
Gayamas bay.
